Monday, Horton Fick, Chair- 
man of the City School Board, 
announced, 

The Elba Elementary Schoo! 
started with an enrollment. o{ 


540 and the High School ‘vith 
an enrollment. of 413. In ad 
dition, the colored schoo! ha 
about 600 pupils. 

One critical point which a 
rose before enrollment was ey 
en completed, was the third 
Brade with 86 pupils and only 
two teachers, or 43 pupils per 
teacher, plus additional  stu- 
dents expected during the next 
few days. This is nearly twice 
the number of children that 
can be handled in an elemen- 
tary class, 

In the high school, the most 
serious crises arose in the Eng- 
lish classes, where one of the 
teachers had from 38 to as 
Many as 44 pupils to a c!ass. 
Again, this is nearly twice the 
size class that can be proper- 
ly instructed by one teacher 
and nearly twice as many pu- 
pils as ‘the classroom can ac- 
commodate satisfactorily. 

Classes in Economics, Busi- 
ness Law and Biology are also 
completely overcrowded with 40 
or 42 pupils per class. 

“When we employ a teaeher, 
as we must, to take care of the 
overflow in the third grade, it 
will use up most of the funds 
promised the Elba School Sys- 
tem. by the City for the coming 
year. The only way to alleviate 
the crowded conditions in clas- 
ses is to employ the necessary 
additional teachers and this 
takes money,” Mr. Fick said. 

“These young people will be 
handicapped throughout their 
lives because of the conditions 
under which they are trying 
to learn. Our over-worked tea- 
chers will do everything with- 
in their power but some things 
are impossible. Surely the neo- 
ple of Elba are as interested in 
the welfare of their children 
as are the citizens of any other 
community and will join to- 
gether in an effort to produce 
the additional revenue needed 
to support an adequate Schoo! 
Program.”

DO BETTER THAN 
U.S. AVERAGE 


\ 
Farmers in Coffee County 
held their own: last year to a 
better extent than did farmers 


in many other parts of the 
country. ° 
Confronted with the same 


Squeeze of poor prices and high 
costs, they pulled out of the un- 
favorable situation compara- 
tively* well. 

The story is told in a com- 
prehensive report, covering ev- 
ery county in the United States, 
released by the Standard Rate 
and Data Service, New York. 

It shows that Coffee County 
Farmers ended the year with 
@ross farm income, before ex- 

.penses, of $5,613,000. 


Off 12 Per Cent 


This total, despite the fact 
that the year was a relatively 
poor one for the farmer as well 
as practically everyone else, 
was only 12.0 per cent below 
that of the prior year, when it 
was $6,380,000. 

Thé decline was smaller than 
was experienced in some areas, 
where it reached as much as 
17.3 per cent. 

The gross farm receipts lo- 
cally consisted principally of 
income from crops, estimated at 
$2,954,000, and returns from 
the sale of livestock, $1,544.000. 

Also entering into the total 
were soil bank and other gov- 
ernment payments and the val- 
ue of food produced and con- 
sumed on the farm. 


$476 Per Person 


Apportioned equally amon 
the local farm population, 
which was set at 11,800 as of 
the beginning of this year, 
this gross income was equal to 
$476 per capita. 

The year 1957 was one of 
contradictions in agriculture. 
Crop productiaon in the Uni- 
ted States, despite the fact 
that the number of acres 
worked out less than at any 
time since 1919, was very high. 
Yet net farm income, after de- 
ducting expenses, was lower by 
some $200 million. 

Farm real estate, however, 
rose in value. In the State of 
Alabama, the rise amounted to 
7 per cent according to the ag- 
riculture department. 

AS an average, the present 
market value of farm land is 
about nine times the annual 
net farm income, the figures 
show. It is the highest in 26 
years. 

Why so high? Because of the 
fact that many commercial 
farms are too small for effici- 
ent operation, the urge to en- 
large them has increased 
sharply. Added to this has been 
a demand for land for non- 
farm purposes, such as realty 
developments, near urban ar- 
eas.

A person may consume a pro- 
duct for years and still not 
know much about it. His use of 
the product may be limited be- 
cause he is not fully aware of 
its value. 


Milk is a good example. Since 
most oef us consume milk from 
infancy, it could be assumed 
that we know what we are get- 
ting when we buy a quart of 
milk. Yet, a study in Washing. 
ton, D. C. shows otherwise. 


Several years ago, the milk 
producers in the - Washington 
area decided that they would 
do something to sell more milk 
rather than waiting for . the 
government to control produc- 
tion. The result was a strong 
newspaper advertising cam- 
paign which increased milk 
consumption in the Washing- 
ton area by 5.4 per cent. 


A survey made before the 
campaign showed that many 
people knew very little about 
the true value of milk. Know- 
ledge gained from the adver- 
tising campaign caused them 
to increase their consumption 
of milk. 


A year after the campaign 
Started, the number of families 
who regarded milk as a good 
food for nerves had increased 
20 per cent; the number of fa- 
milies who felt that milk bet- 
tered the mental alertness of 
children had increased 53 per 
cent; the number of families 
who used no milk was reduce J 
Six per cent. Ten per cent more 
families came to recognize milk 
as an important food for older 
people. 


The experiences of the Wash- 
ington.area milk producers 
provide an important lesson for 
any retail merchant—that is, 
eth consumer can never be ta- 
ken for granted. 


No matter how commonplace 
a product is, there is a good 
chance that the public is igno- 
rant of some of its worth. Thus 
for any Product, continued 
education through advertising, 
is a necessary Step for attain- 
ing maximum sales.

Participation in the _ Soil 


Bank Program accounts for the 
relatively small 1958 crop. Ac- 
reage for harvest, estimated at 
544,000 is the smallest of record 
for Alabama. Yield per acre 
for the State indicated at 388 
pounds of lint cotton, is 49 


pounds per acre above last 
year and compares with the 
10-year average yield of 307 
pounds. The record yield for 


Alabama was attained in 1955 
when 478 pounds of lint cotton 
was harvested per acre.
